Dr. Richard said he hurried to 


the bedroom, thinking the victim, 
Marilyn Sheppard, might still be 
alive. However, he quickly deter- 
mined that she had been killed. 


Returning to the den downstairs, 


Dr. Richard told the jury, he found 
his brother sitting in a,chair. He 
said he asked Dr. Sam about his 
injuries and then said: 


"Marilyn is gone. There is noth- 


ing I can do." 


Slumped To Floor 


With these words, he said, "Sam 


slumped on the floor on his'face 
and began to cry, and he was 
moaning 'Oh, no, no—-oh my God, 
no.' " 


Dr. Richard also testified about 


his brother's son, Chip, now 7. He 
said he had great difficulty rous- 
ing the boy, and that he was 
"very, very groggy" when mem- 
bers of the family took him from 
the house. 


The defense presented Dr. Rich- 


ard as the third witness in its at- 
tempt 
to discredit 
the state's 


charge that Dr. Samuel Sheppard's 
motive for murder arose from his 
relations with other women. 


Chief Defense Counsel William 


J. Corrigan showed the witness the 
trousers Dr. Sam was wearing on 
the morning of the murder. They 
had a 'blood spot on the right 
knee. Dr. Richard testified he no- 
ticed the large amount of blood 
splattered over the four walls of 


the bedroom where Marilyn was 
hacked to death. 


Holding the trousers so that the 


jury could see the single blood 
spot, Corrigan asked: 


"Would it be possible for a man 


wearing these trousers to stand be- 
side Marilyn Sheppard's bed, com- 
mit this crime, and have so little 
blood on them?" 


"I would say absolutely not," 


Dr. Richard replied. 


Builds Defense 


Step by step, Sheppard's law- 


yers have been building a difense, 
based in large part on a descrip- 
tion of his married life as told by 
members of the family. They pic- 
ture him as a devoted husband 
and Marilyn as a happy wife, 
mother of one child and expecting 
another. 


"They were happy just being to- 


gether." With these words, Mrs. 
Stephen Sheppard, his sister-m-law 
summarized her view of the mar- 
riage. 


Mrs. Sheppard is married to the 


older brother^of the accused man. 


Of Dr. Sam she said—"He was 


like all normal husbands. 
He 


helped Marilyn a great deal. He 
was very generous in helping her. 


"He was very respectful to her. 


They did a great many things to- 
gether and with Chip (the son. 
now seven). 
They did lots of 


sports together. They were very 
happy just being together." 


Under cross - examination Mrs. 


Sheppard struck firmly to her state- 
ment that she knew of no rifts in 
the marriage. She returned a se- 
ries of emphatic "no's" to Prose- 


cutor John J. Mahon when he 
asked her about divorce talk. 


No, she knew of no trouble that 


might cause a divorce.

Talaat. who first implicated for 


mer President Mohamed Naguib 
in the plot, went to the gallows 
with the same Indifferent air that 
marked his appearances at the 
triat. Naguib was removed from 
the presidency and placed under 
house arrest as a result of the alle 
gations. Government officials have 
said, however, they do not plan to 
bring cfeargM if ainst him.

Leadership 
Seven Years 


Hatoyama, Friend 
Of U. S., Likely 
To Be Successor 


TOKYO UP)—Prime Minis- 


ter Shigeru Yoshida, the sly 
old fox who guided Japan's 
destinies through seven trou- 
bled postwar years, stepped 
down today in the face of 
overwhelming opposition from 
both the right and left. 


His likely successor is Ichiro 


Hatoyama, a conservative pro- 
American, as is Yoshida. Unlike 
Yoshida, however, Hatoyama fa- 
vors diplomatic relations and in- 
creased trade with Russia and Red 
China 
within 
a 
framework of 


friendship with the West. 


The Diet (Parliament) will vote 


Wednesday or Thursday on a new 
leader. 


Downfall Apparent 


Yoshida and his Cabinet resigned 


just hours before the Diet almost 
certainly would have toppled his 
government with a no-confidence 
vote. Hatoyama led the conserva- 
tive-Socialist coalition that intro- 
duced the no-confidence motion 
Sunday. The 
coalition 
control 


about 253 votes in the powerful 
lower house. Yoshida could muster 
but 185. 


Until the revolt against him, Yo- 


shida ruled the Diet with an iron 
hand, backed by a working major- 
ity in the lower house. Hatoyama 
may find the road more difficult. 
He must depend to some extent on 
the Socialists, who said again to- 
day they would support him at 
least temporarily. 


End of Trail? 


The resignation may mean the 


end of the political trail for the 
76-year-old Yoshida, who signed 
the San Francisco peace treaty for 
Japan and maintained close liaison 
with the Western nations. He will 
remain a member of the Diet, but 
beyond that his future is cloudy. 


The stock market shot up im- 


mediately after the announcement 
that Yoshida was stepping aside. 
The action reflected the relief 01 
business leaders who had fearec 
that Yoshida would carry out his 
threat to dissolve the Diet and cal 
an expensive national election in 
a fight to retain power. 


Such an election probably would 


have hurt both conservative fac 
tions and aided only the Socialists 


Urged Resignation 


The businessmen who bankrol 


Yoshida's Liberal party leaders 
have been urging Yoshida to re 
sign. He held on through four 
hours of heated debate this morn 
ing. but finally threw in the towel 


Hatoyama has said there will be 


no change in Japan's relations 
with the United States if he is 
tapped for the Prime Minister's 
job. 


He says he has a "fundamenta 


conviction that Russia is never to 
be trusted,'" but he feels full diplo 
matic relations between Japan anc 
Russia can "help avert war be 
tween the United States and Rus 
sia."

ence Monday. "We cannot balance 
the budget" during the year start- 
ing next July 1. He said every 
effort would be made to keep the 
deficit below three billion dollars. 
And he confirmed a previous fore- 
cast that the deficit for the present 
fiscal year, ending next June 30, 
would be in the vicinity of 4% bil- 
lon dollars. 


Sparkman and Sen. Douglas (D- 


11) assailed the administration for 
ivhat they called "utterly unrealis- 
tic" 1952 campaign promises to 
cut spending and balance the budg- 
et. 


Sen 
Ives (R-NY) said Hum- 


3hrey's statement would guarantee 
a "very careful study" by Con- 
tress of tax reduction scheduled 
or next spring. 
These include a decrease from 


52 to 47 per cent in the corporate 
ncome tax rate and a reduction in 
a number of excise (sales) taxes 
Humphrey said he couldn't antici- 
pate whether President Eisenhow- 
er will suggest abandoning the 
•uts. But his comments encouraged 
he belief that the administration 
will oppose any tax decreases next 
year. 


"No Surprise" 


Sparkman. Democratic vicepres- 


dential nominee in 1952, said in an 
interview: 


"It is no surprise to me that 


:hey can't balance the budget. The 
Republicans said they were going 
to do that and they were going to 
cut spending and pare down the 
national debt and create what they 
called a sound dollar. 


"Actually, the dollar is worth as 


little today as ever before. And the 
budget is worse out of balance 
than ever before in peacetime. The 
debt is going up. Spending has not 
come down." 


Douglas said he was not "blam-

'Political Direction' 
Brought Defeat, Claim 


WASHINGTON IB— The 13th an- 


niversary of Pearl Harbor has 
brought another denial from one 
of the two commanders then -on 
the scene that he could be blamed 
for the debacle that fired this coun- 
try into World War II. 


Rear Adm. Husband E. Kimmel 


writes in a new book that high 


officials of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration were at fault and must be 
judged "like any other criminal." 


He contends again that 
any 


chance to meet the sneak attack 
was lost because Washington failed 
to relay advance warnings that 
Japan was up to something.

Lack of Action 


Kimmel assails what he terms 


"lack of action" by the War and 
Navy departments. But he says 
this "must have been in accord- 
ance with high political direction, 
because the officers in both these 
departments 
repeatedly 
demon- 


strated both before and after Pearl 
Harbor thai they were not care- 
less, inefficient or incompetent." 


Kimmel, now 72, recalls the 


worst defeat in U. S. military his- 
tory in a book to be published next 
month by Henry Regenery Co., 
Chicago. It's 
entitled 
"Admiral 


Kimmel's Story." Excerpts appear 
in the current issue of the maga- 
zine U.S. News and World Report. 


"I cannot excuse those in au- 


thority for what they did," Kimmel 
writes, "and I do not believe that 
thousands of mothers and fathers 
whose sons perished on that tragic 
seventh of December will excuse 
them. 


"Will Be Judged" 


"They will be judged at the bar 


of history. In my book they must 
answer on the day of judgment 
like any other criminal." 


Kimmel also defends Lt Gen. 


Walter C Short, Army commander 
at Pearl Harbor. Both were shorn 
of command and retired soon after 
the surprise Japanese blow. 


f Short died In 194* at Dana§. 


exas. 
Navy investigations never de- 


veloped into a court-martial for 
Kimmel. A 1946 congressional in- 
quiry absolved him of dereliction 
but criticized what it called errors 
of judgment. 


In the published excerpts from 


ills book. Kimmel says neither he 
nor Short "had any clear percep- 
tion of the fact that the Roosevelt 
administration was pursuing 
a 


course of action that made war 
with Japan inevitable." 


Vitally important Japanese mes- 


sages, intercepted and decoded, 
were kept from him, Kimmel says. 
Had he been properly alerted, he 
adds, he might have been able to 
ambush the Japanese striking force 
en route to Hawaii. 


"I would have gone to sea with 


the fleet and endeavored to keep 
it in an intercepting position at 
sea," he says. 


Criticize* Probe* 


Kimmel also is critical of inves- 


tigations which opened his and 
Short's conduct to question. The 
congressional probe, he argues, 
was controlled by Democrats, de- 
veloped a confused picture and 
stifled testimony "damaging to the 
administration." 


The admiral says among wit- 


nesses he was prevented from call- 
ing was Adm. William F. Halsey. 
He cites a letter in which Halsey 
describes him and Short as the 
country's "greatest military mar- 
tyrs" and hits their treatment as 
"outrageous."
